Supreme  Court  to  Decide. 

After  hearing  the  arguments  of  coun¬ 
sel,  Judge  Depue  in  the  Supreme  Court 
has  dismissed  the  appeal  which  the 
Erie  Railroad  lial  made  from  an  ordin¬ 
ance  passed  »by  the  Bloomfield  and 
Fraukka  Town.  Committees.  This  or¬ 
dinance  required  the  road  to  place  guard 
gates  and  flagmen  at  certain  grade 
crossings. 

The  right  to  pass  such  an  ordinance 
waa  given  to  the  townships  by  tbe  last 
Legislature,  through  the  efforts  of  As¬ 
semblyman  Alfred  F.  Skinner,  who  ap¬ 
peared  for  the  Bloomfield  authorities. 
Ur.  Skinner  waa  prompted  to  introduce 
the  bill  by  the  Avondale  horror,  several 
people  having  lost  their  lives  when  their 
carriage  waa  struck  by  a  train. 

After  the  bill  had  been  introduced,  an 
amendment  was  hitched  on  to  iU  Tliia 
amendment  gave  the  railroad  compan¬ 
ies  the  right  to  appeal  from  any  ordin¬ 
ance*  of  the  kind  which  might  be 
passed. 

The  appeal  to  the  court  in  this  case 
was  made  by  Cortlandt  Parker,  counsel 
for  the  company.  Both  aides  were  fully 
beard  by  the  Judge,  who  then  rendered 
a  lengthy  decision,  in  which  he  held 
that  the  Legislature  had  no  right  to 
give  to  the  Court  the  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  an  appeal  in  such  matters-  The 
Judge,  however,  allowed  a  writ  of  cer¬ 
tiorari,  under  which  the  ordinance  and 
other  contested  questions  in  th*  matter 
will  be  reviewed  by  the  Supreme  Court.
